Unfavorable weather has continued long enough to 
cause an advancing corn market on the Chicago Board 
of Trade. It has been as bad, if not worse, for sweet 
corn as for the ordinary grain, but the jobbers would 
prefer to overlook or ignore developments which under 
ordinary circumstances would add a fraction to the 
value of canned goods. Buyers’ choice is to be as 
indifferent as possible to the effect of weather on 
canners’ crops. 


It is unfair for buyers to ask the canner to increase 
cost of production by packing quality unless they are 
willing to let him get his cost out of the goods and 
a reasonable margin of profit besides. Beat the pack- 
ers down on price and quality is beaten down at the 
same time.

So far as better quality stimulating consumption of 
canned goods is concerned, it will be well for the 
canners to remember that all they need do is to pack 
good goods. Some are apt to get the idea that those 
who advise the packing of “better quality” advocate 
limiting the pack to fancy grades.

Manufacturers of condimental products in which 
benzoate of soda is used are practically certain to be 
allowed to continue its use at least during the next two 
seasons, 1908 and 1909, because it is now evident that 
the Referee Board of Chemists will not reach a final 
decision in the matter for at least two years, one of 
its members having received instructions to go to 
Europe and while there study the physiological effects 
of benzoate on the human'‘stomach. The member of 
the board delegated to go abroad has been given until 
November, 1909, to complete his investigations and 
submit his report, and as his report will of course be 
considered by the board before rendering a final deci- 
sion, at least two seasons must elapse before a final 
ruling on this question of the greatest importance to 
makers of catsup, etc., will be published.

After all, French canned peas greened with sul- 
phate of copper to “fix” their color are not to be ad- 
mitted into the United States forevermore, to com- 
pete with the uncolored American pea. The dead 
line has been set for January 1, 1909. This ruling 
will admit colored French peas of the pack of 1908 
into the United States, but there will be nothing doing 
so far as the 1909 pack is concerned. The French 
packers and the importers on this side who do a 
pretty good-sized business in their product are not 
going to give up the fight, however, without a strug- 
gle. They will probably bring the question before 
the Franco-American Tariff Commission, on the 
ground that the decision, as they will allege, will 
operate in violation of the terms of the treaty under 
which the Franco-American Tariff Commission was 
established. Besides, the scientists of the French gov- 
ernment have made a study of sulphate of copper, 
that being the chemical with which the brilliant green 
of the French peas is “fixed,” and have decided that 
it is harmless. There is no doubt that the French 
government will bring strong pressure to bear upon 
the United States in the endeavor to have the embargo 
against artificially colored peas lifted.

What will be the inevitable result of this? Neces- 
sarily the effect will be to impress consumers with the 
idea that Oregon fruit is good, good always; that it is 
dependable, never of poor quality, but always sound 
and reliable.

Naturally, to increase the demand for Oregon ap- 
ples, and at the same time make them marketable 
at higher prices.

sumption of canned goods would follow if

packed and put upon the market. One slack- 
filled can of sloppy tomatoes or one of hard corn does 
more to injure consumption than a dozen do to pro- 
mote it, because it makes one person or a family 
unfriendly to food in cans, owing to the impression 
created that canned goods are inferior, that a good 
quality of raw material is not put into cans. 

Canned goods need more friends. There are too 
many people who, notwithstanding the injustice of it, 
are suspicious of fruits and vegetables in cans. This 
feeling needs to be driven out. Suspicious or un- 
friendly people should be convinced of the mistaken- 
ness of their idea—which can never be done by put- 
ting up poor quality, for that tends to confirm rather 
than dispel suspicion. 


T see is no question but that increased con- 


It is a fact that a great many people, when eating 
canned fruits or vegetables, imagine there is something 
unnatural about their taste, that the flavor is “off.” 
This in most instances is imagination pure and simple, 
yet the packing of more genuinely good goods and 
less poor stuff would do more than anything else to 
drive it out of the people’s minds by making it more 
difficult for them to imagine that the goods “taste like 
tin” or that they can “taste the chemicals” in them. 

Consumption will be aided by packing goods as 
natural as possible both in appearance and taste, which 
can be accomplished only by giving the most careful 
attention to every detail, from the selection of the 
seed and choice of variety on through every stage of 
the processing. Painstaking care must be exercised 
in order to produce quality in canned goods—pride 
in brands must be felt or the right kind of care will 
not be taken. 


Jobbers’ or Packers’ Labels, Which? 


York, says, “the private brand development has 

gone too far to be stopped.” But has it gone too 

far to be checked? We don’t believe it has. We 
believe that it is not only possible, but not an extremely 
difficult matter for canned goods packers to sell more 
of their output under their own labels. Earnest, per- 
sistent work along the line of expanding the business 
done under packers’ brands would be bound to accom- 
plish something. 

Determined resistance of the tendency of the job- 
bing trade to sell an increasing percentage of canned 
goods under house brands would be certain to in some 
measure check this tendency, if not reverse it. The 
force of the packers’ opposition would determine that. 
F. S. Haserot, of the Haserot Canneries Company, 
whose article on this subject was printed in the Can- 
NER Of April 23, asks a question which gives canners 
who seem satisfied to*sell a large portion of their 
product under other men’s labels something to think 
about. “What’s the use,” asks Mr. Haserot, “of 
building up another man’s business or reputation and 
getting no credit for it yourself?” 

Yes, what’s the use of doing this? Why not sell 
a larger proportion of your pack under labels which 
have your own and your factory’s name printed on 
them where they can be seen, and, let us hope, remem- 
bered by the housewife? Mr. Haserot says he wants 
his label and his brand to be known “for what it is.”

He says also that he wants the “good will and good 
opinion of the consuming public—the people that eat.” 
Selling your pack under a label on which your name 
doesn’t appear at all will never accomplish this natural 
desire of the producer. 





DR. TAYLOR GOES TO EUROPE. 


California’s representative on the Referee Board of 
Chemists, which has been designated as the “supreme 
court in pure food affairs,” has been ordered to pro- 
ceed to Europe, there to investigate the use of ben- 
zoate of soda in foods, and its physiological effects. 
Dr. Taylor has been given ’til a year from next No- 
vember to complete his investigations, and this is taken 
to mean that there will be no decision of this sulphur 
question before then, as Dr. Taylor’s findings would 
necessarily be used in reaching a final ruling.

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The 1908 Acreage. 

It is gravely doubtful if tomato and corn acreage is going 
to be reduced as much as the situation seems to demand. 
Undoubtedly there are individual packers here and there 
whose acreage will show a sizable shrinkage from what they 
planted last season. There are corn-packing sections in the 
West which will have out a more limited corn area than in 
1907, and this is true also of some parts of the Eastern terri- 
tory, New York State, for instance, and possibly Maine, put 
the packer too frequently trusts to the other fellow to cut 
down his acreage, while he goes ahead himself and plants 
fully as much as in the preceding season. Sometimes, and 
not infrequently, he figures that as many of his competitors 
will shorten sail a bit, the time is opportune for him to pre- 
pare for an increased production, and, as it sometimes hap- 
pens that there are many others planning precisely tLe same 
course, the possible net result is that the area planted in 
the vegetable under consideration is expanded instead of 
contracted. The corn market would improve in tone, or 
values be enhanced, if the jobbers knew positively that the 
packers of this country were planning to put in a reduced 
acreage this year—if the knowledge came to them when too 
late for additional acreage to be seeded. Last season’s acre- 
age would have been less than it was but for the fact that 
some of the packers planted more ground at the last mo- 
ment, when the market commenced to improve. 

Importance of the ‘‘Tri-States.’’ 

It is to be hoped the reports from Maryland that tomato 
acreage in that State is to be fully as large as last season’s 
are inaccurate, for, in our opinion, tomatoes ought to be 
packed conservatively this year. There was a very large 
acreage of tomatoes in 1907, as the record-breaking pack 
demonstrated. The pack of 13,467,476 cases was the heaviest 
in the history of the business, and notwithstanding the 
undoubted fact that all but a small percentage of the pro- 
duction has moved out of packers’ hand, another output of 
equal size would have a bad effect on market values. Con- 
sumption has increased, but it hasn’t yet reached a point 
where the country’s annual requirements of canned tomatoes 
are 13,467,476 cases. Furthermore, the tomato pack of 1907 
would have been considerably larger—in fact, altogether ex- 
cessive, if the season had been more favorable to the crop. 
It will be recalled that the crop was almost a complete fail- 
ure in many localities, and that no leading State’s produc- 
tion came up to early expectation, based on the extent of 
the preparations for the pack. It follows, then, that the 
pack this season will be almost certainly heavier than last 
year, therefore excessive, if the 1908 acreage equals that of 
1907, as it is very improbable that so much unfavorable 
weather will again be encountered. 

The question may be asked, if consumption has increased 
so much in the past several years and the 1907 pack has 
moved out of first hands so satisfactorily, why a successive 
production of approximately the same size would be ex- 
cessive and injurious to values? Supplies owned by retail- 
ers furnish the answer. Packers’ stocks have been sold out 
very satisfactorily, but the retail trade have got some toma- 
toes, which in large measure accounts for the disappointing 
buying by the jobbers this Spring as compared with a year 
ago. There will not be the big hole to be filled out of the 
1908 tomato pack that there was last fall when the canning 
season on this vegetable came to an end. The grocery trade 
at that time was short of supplies of canned tomatoes—the 
situation existing today is almost the contrary; at least, 
retailers’ shelves will be better stocked next fall than in the 
month of October, 1907. 

Record of Maryland, Delaware and New Jersey. 

All but a small percentage of the 1907 pack of tomatoes 
has, as we have already said, been passed on to the jobbers 
and retailers; canners don’t own many goods, and they will 
own fewer by July 1. Western canners are closely cleaned 
up; the situation in Maryland, Delaware and New Jersey, 
which last year packed 7,429,055 cases of the country’s total 
of 13,467,476, or 55 per cent of the whole quantity put up in 
the United States, on April 30 had, according to the figures 
gathered by Secretary Dashiell, only 654,659 cases unsold, 
or say 9 per cent of the total production of those three states. 
Still, the situation calls for conservative operations this year 
on the part of tomato packers. Maryland will be producing 
as many tomatoes as it ought if it turns out only about as 
many as in 1906. The same remark might be made as regards 


Delaware and New Jersey also. The record of those 
covering the last two canning seasons is rather inteneetin’ 
this connection.

production makes the majority now indisposed to accept 
additional orders for 1907 packing. 

Tomatoes—It appears that those who had spot tomatoes 
Western packs, to sell at 80c, delivered Chicago, are noy 
out of it at that figure and that 82%%c here is about the 
lowest price at which Western standard 3s are obtainable 
Efforts on Tuesday to buy at 80¢ Chicago are understood ti 
have resulted in failure. Western canners own very few 
spot tomatoes, anyway. Inquiries are more numerous for 
spot and the feeling is improved, as it has in a measure op 
futures also. Future Western standard 3s were sold here 
this week at 80¢ per doz., Indiana factory. Baltimore reports 
indicate some demand for spot tomatoes, but not a really 
active movement.

Pruits—The market on spot canned fruits is slow at pres- 
ent and there is an inclination to clean up the old pack 
goods. No prices have been announced on California canned 
fruits, and unless they are named considerably earlier than 
last year it will be several weeks yet before the Association 
puts out its new prices. The following are some quotations 
on Michigan spot fruits: No. 10 standard unpeeled yellow 
pie peaches, $2.90; white unpeeled pies, $2.80; No. 3 peeled 
yellow peaches in water, $1.45, all f. 0. b. Michigan factory. 
No. 2% standard Michigan plums, water, $1.05; No. 2 fancy 
syrup gooseberries, $1.20; No. 3 choice gooseberries, water, 
$1; No. 10 standard Michigan plums, $2.75, all f. 0. b. fae- 
tory. 

The new crop of peaches in the eastern half of the country 
seems safe now from frost. Hail and diseases, of course, 
may yet damage the crop, but so far as frost is concerned, all 
danger of injury from freezing seems past. The following 
f. o. b. factory prices on Georgia 1908 pack peaches are an- 
nounced: No. 3 extra selected, in heavy syrup, $1.75 per 
doz.; No. 3 standard yellow, $1.40 per doz.; white, $1.35 per 
doz.; No. 2 standard yellow, $1.10 per doz.; white, $1.05 per 
doz.; No. 3 second yellow, $1.10 per doz.; white, $1.05 per 
doz.; No. 2 second yellow, 80¢ per doz.; white, 75¢ per doz.;

Regarding strawberries, the packing season on this line 
of fruit will commence at Baltimore in about a week, and 
prospects there are regarded as very good.

Spinach—Some demand is noted for spinach and packers 
as 2 rule are a little firmer on new pack, No. 10 size. Not 
much movement is reported here or at other important job- 
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bing points. Baltimore quarter, No. 3 spinach, at 85e¢ per 
doz. 

Pumpkin—Pumpkin continues quiet. No. 3 can be bought 
at 60e up to 65c, Chicago, according to brand, holder, ete. 
We hear of No. 10 quoted at $1.90, Chicago. 

Apples—Business on this item this past week has been 
very light indeed here and in other leading wholesale mar- 
kets. We hear of Michigan No. 10 apples quoted at $2 fac- 
tory, Michigan No. 3s at 72%, f. o. b. Chicago. 

Beans—The market on beans, spot, is steady here. New 
York reports also indicate a steady market. Higher grades, 
New York State packing, are closely cleaned up. Baltimore 
quotes No. 2 standard green string beans at 55e¢ per doz., 
No. 3 at 75e, No. 10 at $2.40. We hear of No. 2 cut wax 
beans quoted at 70c f. o. b. Wisconsin; No. 2 green refugees 
at 75¢ f. o. b. Wisconsin factory, and 70¢ f. o. b. Michigan. 

Miscellaneous—Some miscellaneous canned goods quota 
tions are as follows: No. 3 kraut, 52%e f. o. b. factory; 
future Wisconsin kraut, 62%¢ f. o. b. factory; Indiana, 60c. 
Some misceilaneous prices ruling at Baltimore are: No. 2 
beets, 90ce; No. 3, $1.10; No. 2 beans, corn and tomatoes, 
72\%4c; No. 1 vegetables for soup, 40e; No. 3 hominy, 55c. 

Lobster—This article is quiet in the Chicago market, the 
high prices restricting business to small quantities. 

Sardines—Prices are unchanged. Reports from Eastport 
have told of the first run of fish on the Maine coast, though 
it is understood that the run was not large. Packers who 
recently withdrew quotations on 1908 domestic sardines have 
not as yet announced new figures. A private advice from 
the East to the CANNER says: ‘‘ The stories current regarding 
the cost of withdrawal, which was ascribed to friction among 
packers, have all been denied. It seems to have been due to 
the fact that there was no stock, and consequently it was 
impossible to quote prices.’’ Spot business is quiet. Sales 
are made in a small way only. Most holders quote the oid 
price basis, but few s~e doing any considerable amount of 
business. 

Salmon—The Colum®‘a river packers have not yet an- 
nounced opening prices on new pack Chinook fish. Advices 
concerning the progress of the pack to date say that only 
about 50 per eent of the quantity of Chinooks canned to 
this time last year have been put up. Prices on the Spring 
pack on the Columbia river may not be named for a week 
or two more. It is a question whether the opening quota- 
tions will be above last year’s initial prices or not. It is 
understood that some of the Columbia river canners were 
disposed to name an advance on talls and flats of 10¢ a 
dozen over last year’s opening prices, but later information 
intimates that they may be satisfied to open upon the same 
level as last spring. The CANNER has a private report from 
Seattle which says: ‘‘ Brokers on the Coast are talking of 
an, opening price of $1.20 per doz. on Alaska red talls, and 
some maintain that the price will be higher than this. De- 
mand for spot salmon here is somewhat improved. 








PICKLES AND KRAUT. 


The sale of spot pickles continues light. A great many 
jobbers are buying future, and it would seem they are wise 
in so doing. ‘‘The man who places his order early runs a 
better chance to get his filled than the man who waits until 
the eleventh hour.’’ The following fact cannot be disputed, 
that there is none of the 1906 stock in salt at the present 
time. Half of the 1907 crop, which was about one-half of 














that of 1906, has gone into consumption. This leave 
stock on hand 50 per cent less than it was last year Pr the 
time.

Spot apri- 
cots and peaches are pretty closely cleaned up. The quota- 
tions on new crop apricots were 7e per lb. for standard 
grade, 7144e for choize, 8¢ for extra choice, 9¢ for faney, 50- 
Ib. boxes.

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berries before this date, but this year it does not look as 
though new packing on these two lines will begin until around 
the 20th to 24th of May. We had some heavy rains last week, 
and there were very welcome to the small fruit growers and 
truckers. What we want now is some warm weather. Several 
of the packers named prices on future standard small fruits, 
string and wax beans last week, and they range about as 
follows: 


No. 2 Standard Gooseberries .............. $ .85 per dozen 
No. 10 Standard Gooseberries ...........+.. 4.50 per dozen 
No. 2 Standard Strawberries .............. .80 per dozen 
No. 10 Standard Strawberries .............. 4.25 per dozen 
No. 2 Standard Blackberries .............. .65 per dozen 
No. 10 Standard Blackberries .............. 3.50 per dozen 
No. 2 Standard Raspberries ............... .85 per dozen 


These figures are somewhat higher than the opening prices 
for futures last year, but in view of the scarcity of spot stock 
and the uncertainty of the coming crops of small fruits they 
are very reasonable, and business will doubtless be done on 
these quotations; in fact, some orders have already been placed. 
The chances are that prices will advance sooner than decline, 
as we get into the season. The prices named on green string 
and wax beans are 60 cents for No. 2 and $2.50 for No. 10. 

The reports about the coming small fruit crop indicate 
that this will be better than last year, although it is not safe 
to count on good crops until we actually get into the season. 
The prices at which the packers are offering the goods show 
that they expect fair crops, or they would not be willing to 
enter business at figures as above, because last year every one 
of these lines cost the packers considerably more to pack than 
the figures at which they are now willing to enter future 
business. One packer told me last week that his standard 
strawberries last year cost him 87%, cents per dozen to pack 
on the average all through the season, and he had sold futures 
at 75 cents. The other lines of small fruits cost just as high 
in proportion. This shows the risk of the small fruit busi- 
ness. 

Reports that are coming in regarding the peach and pear 

crops indicate that there will be a good crop of peaches, but a 
very poor crop of pears. The peaches are certainly on the 
trees, and if there.is not an unusually large June drop, or a 
long spell of wet weather in July, we shall undoubtedly have 
a good crop. As the country is bare of stock, however, it is 
expected that even a very large pack can be readily absorbed 
at fair prices. Spot stocks of old peaches are practically 
cleaned up here, and the few that are left unsold can be pur- 
chased at about 5 cents per dozen below nominal market quo- 
tations. 
“It seems almost incredible that the pear crop can be injured 
a second year in succession. It was a practical failure last 
year, and all reports so far this season agree that there can- 
not be more than 25 to 30 per cent of an average yield. This 
is unaccountable, especially when viewed alongside the pros- 
pect for a good peach crop, but the fact remains that pears 
have been seriously damaged. As the reports from California 
state that there will be a light crop there on account of the 
serious blight that prevails in the pear orchards, it is likely 
that we shall again see a very high market for pears. There 
are not many pears held in Baltimore, and as buyers seem to 
be waking up to the fact that the coming pack will be light, 
and they are taking in some of the spot goods, it is safe to 
assume that this market will be cleaned up long before new 
goods come in. 

The spot tomato market remains as last reported, with no 
immediate signs of improvement, although the demand was con- 
siderably heavier last week. This should have had the effect of 
advancing prices, but the general desire of holders of canned 
goods here to be doing some business is really the reason why 
sellers accept the offers. The statistical position of tomatoes 
warrants a higher market, and as soon as our packers get to 
work on berries, peas and pineapples and begin to transact 
business in those lines they will show less disposition to meet 
buyers’ views on tomatoes, and a higher market will be the 
natural result. 

Future tomatoes also remain as per last quotations, but 
sellers show no undue anxiety to force sales. The demand is 
only fair, which is a surprise to me, as jobbers would do well 
to take in any good brand offered by responsible packers at 
77% cents, at which figure some good goods ean be bought. 
The acreage for both tomatoes and corn is being cut down 
considerably because of the lighter sales of futures, and job- 
bers will undoubtedly feel this when the season rolls around. 

A few pineapples have been packed, but only by one or two 
houses. In spite of the reports of a large crop the price on 





the raw fruit still continues high, and packers do not feel ; 
tified in taking hold at present to any great extent, ”

Epitor CANNER: While there is a little going on in th 
canned goods trade, it is far below what it should be. The ais. 
position to buy futures is not very apparent, and in fact ig mo ' 
distinguishable by its absence. There seems to be a want . 
snap all around, and buyers are taking a vacation. Now this 
cannot continue, for it has lasted so long that stocks are gettin 
light, hence an invitation is extended by such delays for = 
shorter acreage (and it will be less than a year ago, sure) than 
is safe. Farmers are not inclined to contract for planting sweet 
corn, for the season is getting backward, and continues mych 
colder than the average. The sales of futures were very good 
just before the ‘‘panic,’’ but have not been active since then 
I cannot quote any change in price, but the markets, naturally, 
are strong, the dull trade having no effect. One thing is very 
significant, and that is that many lots of spot corn (often con. 
sisting of sales made months ago) are being shipped away, g 
before long the warehouses will be empty. If buyers want spot 
Maine fancy corn at 90 to 95 cents a few cars can be had, and 
standards from 75 to 85 cents, as to quality. I hear that in 
several of the large Eastern cities certain holders of old 
bleached and mislabeled corn are trying to place the goods on 
the market. If true, is it not full time that the department 
looked into such defiance? 

The trade in gallon apples still continues, but is not active, 
Fresh fruit, from cold storage, is now a ‘‘thing of the 
past.’’ All the demand must now fall on the canned article 
which is safe to handle, or on cold storage goods that decay on 
coming to the air. Our packers are disposed to meet the mar- 
kets which range, as to quality and location, from $1.75 to 
$1.90. It is true that some packs are held for more money, but 
it is equally true that they are not sold. The season for con- 
sumption is now with us and it will have its effect. I hear of 
damage West, but do not know the facts. Still it would be very 
remarkable if we had another good apple year. : 

The small arrivals of bluebacks were ended very quickly, but 
it may be a forerunner of good schools later. 

The demand for Maine (future) squash, No. 3, at 90 cents, 
and of pumpkin from 75 to 80 cents, has been larger than usual. 

Some deep plowing in Maine finds quite a body of frozen 
earth yet. Maine, with the rest of New England, had a dreneh- 
ing rain last week. It was needed. 

We have heard of parties who may put up an evaporating 
(apple) plant in Maine next season. It has been needed for 
years. Formerly there were some old-fashioned but expensive 
plants, but it has been many a year since they were run. 

The Maine crop ‘of strawberries is not looking well.

Epiror CANNER: The only minor cord that has developed 
in the salmon market situation of late comes with advices 
from England to the effect that the market throughout the 
United Kingdom has become very inactive, owing to the finan- 
cial situation and unpropitious weather conditions. It is 
said that in Liverpool and London sellers are showing more 
disposition to meet buyers half way, owing to the very poor 
demand which exists at present as the result of a general 
dullness in the industrial situation. The Bank of England 
rate has run as low as 3 per cent and conditions are gen 
erally quiet. On the other hand, the fact that there is now in 
the Liverpool warehouses only a little over a quarter of a 
million cases, where in 1907 there was nearly half a million, 
and in 1906 nearly 400,000 cases, gives the brokers in this 
country confidence that the condition of the market is only a 
temporary one and that in accordance with the showing of sta- 
tistical strength the market season will close in as strong 
position as ever before. 

The situation on spot goods remaining in this country, where 
canned salmon has a more established market and consumers 
are not so fickle, is gaining strength all the time, as stocks on 
hand are gradually cleaned up and many heavy consummg 
months intervene between now and the time when the 1908 
pack will be available. Pe 

Small buying marks most of the trading, orders coming 1 
for five, ten and twenty-five case lots, and indicating that job- 
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re buying for hand-to-mouth trade and are exceedingly 
tocks. In fact, in the East, according to New York 
the situation has become one almost of competitive 
or any amounts still offered in large enough quanti- 
ties to make it worth the while. Alaska talls, which a few 
ago the trade considered exorbitant when a price of $1.10

Eprtor CANNER: Our jobbers are showing quite a little 
more interest in canned goods as the season advances. ‘ Gener- 
ally they seem to have come to the conclusion that prices are 
about as low as they are likely to go. They have waited now 
until most everybody who had canned goods to sell has gotten 
tired of carrying them and is offering to close them out at as 
jow or a lower price than new goods can be produced for. 
Their letters to the retail trade and instructions to their travel- 
ing men are more optimistic and have a tendency to impress 
the retailer with the fact that he cannot expect to buy any- 
thing in the canned goods line, with the possible exception of 
eanned fruit at a less price than they can be bought for today. 
This, we think, will have a tendency to create an interest on 
the part of the retail merchant, and it is a well known fact 
that when the retailer will buy the jobber will buy also. 

There has been quite a little interest in future corn and 
tomatoes this week, and quite a good many offers have been 
made by the jobbers, some of them below the market, but the 
result has, in most instances, been that the goods were sold, 
if not at the asking price very close to it. Some future toma- 
toes are being offered at 80 cents f. o. b. Indiana, but we 
doubt if very many will be contracted at this price. There is 
certainly very little in it for the packer on this basis, but 
some of the packers feel as though it is wise to take on a few 
orders at 80 cents, just to meet the views of their old cus- 
tomers and to get business started. We are not sure but what 
it is a good plan. If the ball can be started rolling again it 
may gain enough impetus to even ascend. 

Spot tomatoes are still selling at from 80 to 8214, cents, 
according to quality. There is very little demand for corn in 
a jobbing way and with the exception of an occasional cus- 
tomer for something at a low price, say, 5244 to 55 cents, there 
is none moving. 

Dried fruit continues to sell fairly well in a small way. 
Dried peaches are down now to where they are on the basis 
of the cost for new and are not likely to get any lower. They 
are selling at from 844 cents for standard to 9 cents for choice.

Epitor CANNER: Interest in canned goods has increased 
during the past week, chiefly because of the announcement of 
opening prices on asparagus and the discussion of the opening 
on some other varieties. The market, as a whole, has not im- 
proved much, but it is at least no worse than it was a week ago. 
This is perhaps all that could be expected under present cir- 
cumstances. If it does not decline or weaken dealers will not 
complain. The firmness which comes with stable prices will 
keep them expecting an advance when increased buying begins. 

Interest in salmon was increased by the reported opening 
of prices on Chinook salmon by one packer. The figures were 
placed at $1.12%4 for halves, $1.85 for talls and $2 for flats, 
f. 0. b. the Coast. Other packers did not follow, though it is 
thought that these figures give some clue to what’may be ex- 
pected when the larger operators come into the market. Spot 
red Alaska has varied some during the week, the offering at 
$1.15 f. 0. b. Coast causing a little uneasiness here, though 
nearly all holders ask $1.30 here, with some still quoting $1.3214 
to $1.35. Pinks are easy at 8714 cents insidé, though nearly all 
holders are asking 90 cents here. Movement has been relatively 
light. Improved business would bring higher values. Medium 
is held at $1.15 here, with some holders quoting up to $1.20, 
though movement at the outside figure is light. The trade is a 
shade better than last week, but is still rather light for the 
season, 
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Clams are quiet, though Maine pack are held firmly as 
quoted. 

The opening prices announced on asparagus by the California 
Fruit Canners’ Association were low, but were not as low as 
buyers expected, consequently sales were down to a minimum at 
first, though it is understood that conditions in this direction 
have improved and business is being done in a fairly large 
volume now. It is said that Hickmott has sold everything he 
has to offer already. The Hickmott name will sell asparagus 
when nothing else will do so. Some subject to approval of 
price orders were confirmed early, but as a whole the market 
was disappointing. The largest orders came from interior 
buyers. It is understood that those who announced prices first 
will meet the lower figures placed upon the pack of the asso- 
ciation. 

Tomatoes are easier and it is now possible to buy full stand- 
ard Marylands 3s as liberally as desired at 7214 cents f. o. b. 
factory. The market has fluctuated during the week. Early 
it was impossible to buy below 75 cents f. 0. b. factory, ex- 
cepting in a small way, and a number of thousand cases were 
sold at that figure. Later the price receded and the figures 
named will now buy as freely as may be desired. Sales of 
New Jersey 3s and Delaware 3s are made at 85 cénts delivered. 
No. 2s are easy and sales are light. It is possible to buy at 60 
cents, though most holders are quoting 62% cents. Gallons are 
easier and $2 will buy, though offerings at that figure are 
light. In futures little interest is noted. The general quota- 
tion is 75 cents f. o. b. factory, season’s delivery. Not many 
packers will accept orders below that price, though here and 
there one has allowed himself to take up with 7214 cents. The 
market is dull. The acreage is said to still be a matter of 
doubt, though reports from Maryland declare that it will be as 
large as ever there this year. New Jersey has been slow in 
planting because of the long rains and the chill which has per- 
vaded that atmosphere. 

Corn is quiet and easy. Not much movement has been re- 
ported in any grade during the week. Most holders are slow 
to offer because of the danger of weakening the market still 
more. Sales of fancy state have been made at 7214 cents de- 
livered, while ordinary stock is available at 50 cents delivered. 
It is possible to shade inside quotations on all grades. The 
Maine acreage will be reduced at least 15 per cent, it is said.

PHILADELPHIA GROCERS MAKE PROTEST. 

At a special meeting last week of the Philadelphia 
Grocers and Importers’ Exchange, the proposed Calli- 
fornia dried fruit contract was taken up and dis- 
cussed. It was finally resolved that the secretary send 
a copy of the California dried fruit contract to every 
member of the exchange who deals in California prod- 
ucts and call their special attention to its objectionable 
features and recommend that they do not purchase 
under its terms. 

The chief points of objection the exchange makes 
to the contract are substantially those already raised 
by the New York trade, and are stated as follows: 

Terms.—Cash less 114, per cent if paid within ten days, or 
net cash on arrival. We think a difference of % per cent 
would be fair. We believe the contract should not read pay- 
abie in New York, Chicago or San Francisco funds. 

Routing.-The party who pays the freight should have the 


right to route. 
Responsibility—This paragraph, we believe, is at . variance

FIRST CASE DETERMINED UNDER FEDERAL Foop 
LAW—MISBRANDING CIDER. 

The Board of Food and Drug Inspection has issued 
“Notice of Judgment No. 1, Food and Drugs Act” 
being the decision in case based on the misbranding 
of cider. This is the first case determined under the 
Food and Drugs Act and the first to be thus reported 
It is interesting as involving the practice of adding 
sugar to the natural juices of fruit for the Purpose 
of increasing the alcoholic content. The notice of 
judgment says in part: 

MISBRANDING OF APPLE CIDER. 

Section 4 of the Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, in 
part provides: 

After judgment of the court, notice shall be given by pudli- 
cation in such manner as may be prescribed by the rules and 
regulations aforesaid. 

Regulation 6 of the Rules and Regulations for the Enforce. 
ment of the Food and Drugs Act, made and promulgated in 
conformity with section 3 of the act, in part provides: 

(a) When a judgment of the court shall have been ren. 
dered there may be a publication of the findings of the exam. 
iner or analyst, together with the findings of the court. 

(b) This publication may be made in the form of circulars, 
notices or bulletins, as the Secretary of Agriculture may direct, 
not less than thirty days after judgment. 

In obedience to the foregoing law and regulation notice js 
hereby given that on the 10th day of February, 1908, in the 
Supreme Court of the District of Columbia, in a proceeding 
of libel for condemnation of one hundred and thirty-five barrels 
of cider, labeled and branded ‘‘ Apple Cider,’’ wherein the 
United States was libellant, and the Semmes- Kelly Company, a 
corporation, was respondent, the cause having come on for a 
hearing and claimants having made a default in answering, a 
decree for condemnation was rendered. 

The court’s decree is here given, following which 
are detailed the facts out of which the case grew. The 
bulletin then says: 

The analysis unmistakably proved that this cider was not 
the pure expressed juice of apples. The quantity of alcohol 
determined was 11.93 per cent, an amount so great. that it 
was apparent that some foreign sugar had been added. The 
cider was therefore misbranded within the terms of section 8 
of the act, and on. November 22, 1907, the Secretary of Agri- 
culture reported the facts to the United States attorney for the 
District of Columbia. 

Libel for seizure and condemnation of the one hundred and 
thirty-five barrels of cider was duly filed in the Supreme Court 
of the District of Columbia under section 10 of the act, upon 
which seizure was forthwith made and notice given to the 
Semmes-Kelly Company and all claimants to show cause why 
the cider should not be condemned. 

Respondent having failed to answer or show ny cause 
against condemnation, the cider was adjudged to be misbranded 
and ordered to be sold as set forth in the decree hereinbefore 
stated. 

CANNING BEGINS IN MISSISSIPPI. 

The Richland, Miss., canning factory commenced 
operations on May 1. This plant, which has a capac- 
ity of about 16,000 cans per day, was built and 
equipped under the direction of E. A. Smith, of Bit- 
mingham, Ala., who will be general manager of the 
plant. The company has been incorporated under the 
laws of Mississippi. O. D. Bentley is president and 
Fred Stevens is secretary and treasurer. The other 
directors are F. B. Richardson and H. L. Ward and 
P. J. Loveland, of Cleveland. The initial pack con- 
sisted of strawberries.

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COPPERED PEAS TO BE .EFUSED ADMITTANCE 
AFTER 1908 PACK. 

Food Inspection Decision No. 92, of date May 7, 
1908, issued from the office of the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, states under what conditions canned goods 
greened with copper salts will be admitted into the 
United States until January 1, 1909, after which date 
food so colored will be denied admittance. Food In- 
spection Decision No. 92 reads as follows: 

As provided in Food Inspection Decision 76, the Secretary of 
Agriculture has considered the question of foods greened with 
copper salts. It has been decided that foods so treated are 
not entitled to entry into the United States under the provisions 
of section 11 of the food and drugs act. Inasmuch as con- 
tracts have already been made for the present year’s pack, 
until January 1, 1909, all vegetables greened with copper salts, 
but which do not contain an excessive amount of copper and 
which are otherwise suitable for food, will be allowed entry into 
the United States, if the label bears the statement that sul- 
phate of copper or other copper salts have been used to color 
the vegetables. On and after January 1, 1909, no foods greened 
with copper salts will be allowed entry into the United States. 





FRENCH JOURNAL PROTESTS AGAINST AMERICAN 
PURE FOOD REGULATIONS. 

It is claimed by the “Echo des Mines” for March 
that the new food regulations for carrying out the 
provisions for the federal food and drugs act consti- 
tute a violation of the International Convention of 
1883, to which the United States is a party, and that 
they are of such a nature as to render nugatory the 
protection of French trademarks and commercial names 
in the United States. 

The regulations under the food and drugs act which 
give rise to this adverse criticism are, first, the re- 
quirement that the principal label placed upon the 
product shall be in the English language and shall be 
“covered with a mass of inscriptions relative to the 
name of the substance, the place of manufacture,” etc. 
Irrespective of the fact that some trademarks cannot 
be translated, says the French writer, it is enough to 
take account of the change in appearance which this 
requirement involves. Compliance with the regulation 
causes the label to lose its distinctive aspect and will 
to a great extent confuse the consumer and depreciate 
the value of the mark. 

The second objectionable feature of the regulation 
is the requirement that the name of the manufacturer 
and the place of manufacture, if appearing upon the 
label, shall be truly stated. The writer of the article 
remarks that in the many years required to give to a 
commercial name a reputation throughout the world 
a great many things are likely to happen. The mark 
may change hands, the founder of the business die, or 
other transmissions of title take place, while the name 
and the establishment remain the same. If it is neces- 
sary to add to this name, in characters of equal size, 
as required by the regulations, that of the actual owner, 
this takes away from the name its charactertstic and 
distinctive appearance and often confuses the pur- 
chaser, thereby detracting from the protection which 
the name enjoys. 


It is stated that the French commercial] world j 
greatly disturbed over the difficulties which these te h; 
lations will place in the way of French merchants * 
that several commercial organizations have laid their 
grievances before the Minister of Commerce and re 
resentations will be made to the American government 
touching upon this matter. 

The provisions of the International Convention 
which it is claimed are violated by these regulations 
says the “Trade Mark Bulletin,” are, first, the provi. 
sion that a mark shall be protected in any country of 
the Union in the same form in which it is registered 
at home, and secondly, that a commercial name Shall 
be protected throughout the countries of the Union 
whether it form part of a trademark or not, and with 
or without registration. 





DECISION DECLARES TRUFFLES ARE VEGETABLES, 

A decision rendered by the Board of United States 
General Appraisers, New York, assessing a duty of 
40 per cent ad valorem, under paragraph 241 of the 
tariff act of 1907, on importations of canned truf. 
fles, a fungus growth, as vegetables prepared or pre. 
served not specially provided for in this act, was 
sustained last week in the United States Circuit Court 
of New York by Judge Hazel. 

Von Bremen, MacMonnies & Co., the importers, 
contended that the truffles should be dutiable, by simili- 
tude, as mushrooms, under the same paragraph, at 
2% cents per pound, and claimed that they are not 
vegetables and have never been so regarded in a trade 
sense. 

Sustaining the decision of the Board of General 
Appraisers, Judge Hazel among other things said: 

“That the growth properly belongs to the vegetable 
kingdom is not denied, but the argument is that as 
truffles have no root or stem and grow under ground 
without cultivation they are not vegetables as that 
term has been defined. It is true that truffles are of 
fungus growth, they are not grown in kitchen gardens 
and are almost wholly used as a condiment, but it can 
hardly be denied that they have some of the charac- 
teristics of a plant, and therefore come within the 
broad understanding of the term vegetables. 

“Not being elsewhere in the tariff act specially pro- 
vided for, I think the classification was correct. If 
the question were submitted to me as an original one 
I am inclined to think that I would decide that the 
commodity is more fairly dutiable by similitude to 
mushrooms in tins than as a vegetable prepared or 
preserved, but this court is persuaded by the decision 
of Judge Wheeler, rendered in 1894, when he decided 
that truffles are a kind of vegetable and commercially 
come within the category of vegetables of all kinds 
prepared or preserved.”

The Cheboygan Pea Canning Company, Cheboygan, Wis., 
is erecting a warehouse to replace the. one destroyed by fire 
last fall. The building is to be 60x120 feet, two stories high. 

It is reported that the canning season has opened at the 
plant of the Freewater Canning Company, at Freewater, Ore. 
A report from there says that the outlook is very bright for 
a large crop. 

The Caroline Canning Company, of Guineys, Va., has been 
incorporated. The officers were 8. H. Evans, president; M. 
L. Mills, vice-president, and W. R. Tompkins, secretary and 
treasurer. 

According to a report from Lewiston, Me., the American 
Can Company’s plant, which has been under construction at 
Eastport since December, 1907. will be in full operation by 
the Ist of June. 

Work commenced some days ago on taking down the Mon- 
mouth Canning Company’s plant at Gorham. This plant will 
be rebuilt at Union, Maine. It was erected at Gorham three 
years ago. 

Rome, Ga., is going to have another cannery, to be located 
at and run by the boys of the Berry Industrial School. The 
chief products of the cannery will be strawberries, tomatoes, 
peaches and corn. 

A report from Bridgeville, Dela., says that great prepara- 
tions are being made at the canning factories and that new 
machinery is being installed in them preparatory for the 
season’s pack of peas and tomatoes. 

The Florence, Neb., Canning Company, according to a re- 
port, has been placed in the hands of the sheriff on claims 
by the Merchants’ National Bank and the Bank of Florence. 
We hear that the sheriff will sell the personal property on 
May 15, and the real estate on June 2. 

The Utah Canning Company, of Ogden, will put up baked 
beans this season, and will also bottle Pierce’s sauce. The 
company is putting its machinery in order and is planning to 
run steadily throughout the best part of the year. 

A report from Two Rivers, Wash., states that Seattle par- 
ties are endeavoring to get the land owners about Two 
Rivers to contract to plant at least 1,000 acres in asparagus, 
and agree if that acreage can be secured to establish an 
asparagus cunnery at Two Rivers, 

We reprint the following from the Utica, N. Y. Press of 
recent date: ‘‘Edward H. O’Donnell of this city, as referee, 
sold at publie auction yesterday at Williamstown, the prop- 
erty of the White Canning Company. It was struck off to the 
holders of the mortgage, the Farmers’ National Bank of this 
city, for $3,750. The property was sold under mortgage fore- 
closure.’’ 

The Richmond, Va., News Leader of May 5 contained 
the following item: ‘‘The case brought against the Southern 
railway for alleged wrongful classification of canned goods,

roads.’’

Fire last Sunday afternoon destroyed the vinegar depart. 
ment of the J. Weller Company at Latonia, Ky. Vice Progj. 
dent Weller of the concern estimated the damage at from 
$75,000 to $100,000. 

The Burlington, Iowa, Vinegar and Pickle Works haye 
leased a warehouse in Des Moines and will take Possession 
May 15. The Burlington Vinegar and Pickle Works will ¢. 
tablish a branch house in that city. 

The Johannes Pickling Company, which some time ago pur- 
chased the machinery of the Manitowoc, Wis., Pickling Com. 
pany, whose plants will not be operated any more, will es. 
tablish a pickling factory at Brillion, Wis., this year, 

A large kraut and pickling concern in Ohio write us under 
late date: ‘‘We will have the usual cucumber acreage the 
coming year. The cabbage acreage will be normal with other 
years. excepting last eyar, which was extremely heavy, and 
the crop very late in this section.’’ 
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William Buckley, fruit inspector for northern Idaho, reports 
that fully 70,000 fruit trees are being planted in the territory 
adjacent to Coeur d’Alene. 

Commission merchants in Atlanta predict the largest peach 
crop in years. While the weather was injurious to the buds 
in some sections, in the valley lands of Georgia the damage 
was small. 

Fruit crops in the Arkansas and Grand Valleys suffered 
heavy damage by the recent frost. These regions of Colo- 
rado are estimated to have been injured to the extent of about 
$1,000,000. 

Advices from Healdsburg, Cal., are to the effect that the 
apricot crop in thaf section will be large. This is the first 
time in some years that the trees have borne or that they have 
escaped the frost. 

Douglas County, Oregon, fruit growers are much concerned 
as to the extent of the damage caused by the recent frost. From 
some sections the report comes that the pears, peaches, cherries 
and other early fruits will be a total loss. 

Speaking of the damage resulting from the recent cold 
weather, the American Agriculturist says: ‘‘ Weather bureau 
information shows that there were a series of heavy frosts in 
parts of the Mississippi Valley, extending as far south as 
central Kansas. The extent of the damage from this visita- 
tion cannot be measured by this time, but it will undoubtedly 
result in at- least thinning the set of fruit in Southwestern 
orchards, and may possibly prove serious in various localities. 
In the Northern belt, such as Michigan, for example, the crop 
was not apparently far enough advanced to be in any material 
danger from this frost visitation.’’ 

W. W. White, in a discussion of the apple situation, says: 
‘<The crop of 1907 has been compiled at 23,999,000 barrels, 
whereas the crop in 1906 is given by the authority as 38,280,000 
barrels. These figures and prices seem somewhat startling, 
but what, to my mind, is of greater significance is that where 
the American apple crops of 1894-5-6 averaged 62,000,000 per 
year, the average for the three years 1905-6-7 only averaged 
a little over 28,000,000 barrels a year—considerably less than 
one-half of what it was ten years ago. At that time very few 
apples came from Colorado, Idaho, Oregon and Washington. 
Now all the finest fruit on the Eastern markets and the most 
inquired after abroad all come from these states. Surely, with 
these facts staring him in the face, it is time the Eastern 
grower did something to maintain the reputation of his home- 
grown apples.’’

pressed when this is not always possible. Twos are 
going, 50 to 57%4c, as to quality. At the same time 
the volume of business for the week has been large. 
Stocks are not heavy with packers; jobbers have prac- 
tically no stocks in warehouses and many are bare, 
while the retailer is buying freely as indicated by the 
“ship quick” orders that are hurried by wire, even 
though the price is the lowest. 

Future Tomatoes—Now and then a here and there 
seller wants to take an order for future standard (?) 
3s at cost, or, in other words, 75c f. o. b., and still 
the buyer hesitates and there are few willing to ven- 
ture into the unknown depths; “cost,” “below cost” 
or “giving ’em away” is not interesting in such times 
—as a result the market drags. Maybe all this means 
an awakening later on, and if so, a boom and a splash, 
the race will be on and the other extreme will prevail, 
with expression of regret that, strange as it ever was, 
delays were dangerous and opportunity does not al- 
ways pursue. The majority of sellers still hold at 77/2 
to 80c for 3s and 57% to 6o0c for 2s, and express a 
willingness to pass orders below these figures, giving 
as their reason the impossibility of being sure of get- 
ting out whole without these prices are obtained.

‘*‘BLISS’’ SOLDER CAP-HEMMING MACHINE. 

The accompanying illustration shows a new design 
solder cap-hemming machine recently built by the E. 
W. Bliss Company, No. 33 Adams street, Brooklyn, 
N. Y. The machine is the result of much study given 
to the subject, and it embodies several late improve- 
ments that experience in designing and operating this 
class of machinery has suggested. The machine is 
entirely automatic, cutting, forming and attaching the 
solder to caps for fruit cans, after which the finished 
cap is positively removed, it only being necessary for 
the operator to place caps in the bushings of the re- 
volving dial plate. 

While the operation of the machine is entirely auto- 
matic, it is nevertheless very simple. From the spool 
placed on the reel shown at the left hand side of the 
press the wire is fed by means of feed rolls, which 
are operated by means of a Geneva wheel, which is 
driven by the vertical shaft on left side of machine, 
operated in turn through the bevel gears shown on 
end of crank shaft. The feed rolls are adjustable, so 
that by a slight turn of a lever the rolls can be either 
engaged or disengaged. Passing through the feed 
rolls the wire is fed into the first operation die, which 
is operated by toggles driven by a race cam fastened to 
the vertical shaft. Here the solder is cut off to length 
and formed into a circle, after which it drops into 
the dial bushing directly underneath and is carried 
with the next revolution of the press under the first 
of two punches carried by the slide, where it is flat- 
tened, passing on the next revolution of the press to 
the second operation punch, where the forming is done. 

Next the blanks, which are fed from the table at 
right side of press, are dropped into the bushings in 
which the solder ring is formed, and are carried under 
a punch operated in the sub-press directly in front 
of the slide, where the solder is fastened to the caps, 
the punch of the sub-press being driven from the 
vertical shaft by means of a cam through toggles 
and a connecting rod. 

The cap now having the solder attached is raised 
flush with the top of the bolster by means of a posi 
tive knockout. While in this position a positive sweep 
acts and throws the finished cap into a receptacle con- 
veniently placed to receive it. A positive knockout 
return rod insures the return of the pads in the bush- 
ings to their position before the bushing passes under 
the first operation die in which the solder is cut and 
fed. 

In designing the machine consideration was given 
to the fact that possibly the operator, through neglect, 
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might not feed caps into the bushings, jnto which 
solder had previously been deposited. To ayoid the 
possibility of feeding two pieces of solder for re 


cap the press is arranged to automatically stop in 
the event of the operator failing to place a cap in 


each bushing, and overcomes the consequent risk of 
injuring the closing punch. It also has a tendency to 
keep the operator alert, for as soon as the feeding is 
stopped the press stops. The dial is driven by q Ge.

neva wheel, and to insure against any possible acci- 
dent in case of the dial not registering accurately, 
the press is fitted with a safety stop connected with 
the clutch. In the event of the dial not registering 
accurately, this stop is arranged to act on the clutch 
and immediately stops the press. 

The press has a capacity of seventy-five caps per 
minute and weighs 2,500 pounds as shown.

FUTURE CANNED GOODS. 
BY CHARLES A. MOTTAZ, LOS ANGELES, SECOND VICE-PRESIDENT 
CALIFORNIA RETAIL GROCERS’ AND MERCHANTS’ 
ASSOCIATION. 


(Space in the CANNER is given to this article in order to ac- 
quaint our readers with the grounds on which some 
retailers condemn the practice of buying 
futures. ) 

These few lines will simply relate my observation 
of over twenty years of experience as a grocer. Does 
it pay to invest capital in futures as a general rule? 
Is is a good investment? If it is a money making 
proposition we should advocate and practice future 
buying—but, on the other hand, if it is simply a bur- 
den and a losing scheme—then we should perforce 
avoid all future deals. 

We will consider futures first as a good investment. 

There are certain lines where a careful grocer will 
notice an upward tendency in prices and by placing an 
order can take advantage of the market change and 
save the amount of the advance—but very seldom can 
the dealer notice the changes in price when the future 
becomes the present. 

The goods I would call to mind now are canned 
tomatoes, corn and vegetables. This line of canned 
goods I would call “the curse of grocerydom.” It is 
a line which the retail grocer must of necessity carry 
as an accommodation to the consumer. There are no 
profits in handling these goods. Any merchant who 
would deal exclusively in canned goods would starve 
to death in short order—and still Mr. Retailer pays 
more attention to this line of future buying than any 
other in his business. 

We will notice Mr. Grocer reading all the reports 
of crops, and, as he calls it, “getting posted” on the 
outiook for corn and tomatoes, and if reports are not 
favorable he will almost lose sleep for fear of getting 
left on his “future” corn and tomatoes. Now, where 
the profit lies in canned goods of my over twenty 
years of experience as a dealer I have always failed 
to see. 

When corn and tomatoes sell “future” for about 75 
to 85 cents per dozen these same goods are nearly 
always selling at “3 for 25 cents.” This shows a small 
margin of profit on the face of things, but we have 
to figure further. When a merchayt buys “future” 
goods are delivered in October as a rule and must be 
paid for in November. These goods begin to sell 
about the first of January. 

Mr. Grocer has carried this stock about three or 
four months. I claim right here the interest on capi- 
tal, insurance, etc., has more than taken all the profits. 


.Mr. Jobber 


Mr. Retailer has carried the load and performed gy 
the labor for the accommodation of the trade. : 

Why? we ask. 

Because it is the custom, and a very good one, fg 
and we (the grocers) find no fault. ’ ; 

It is very nice for the wholesalers. We as retailers 
would do the same thing if we could find the donkey 
to carry the burden. : 

Mr. Salesman will very politely ask the merchant 
for his future order on canned goods (corn, tomatoes 
and canned vegetables), and this in the early sprin 
of the year, as they have to give the canners an oa 
mate so as to insure the full requirements of the trade 
being packed. Reports come of a had frost in the 
corn belt. The prices will surely advance by leaps and 
bounds in a short time, as the prospects are only for 
half a crop, and, furthermore, Mr., Jones and My 
Smith, the next corner grocers, have placed large 
orders last week, as there are only a few days before 
a large advance. The placing of “future” orders 
being the custom, the order is forthcoming. Mr, 
Salesman is satisfied and Mr. Grocer’s mind is relieved 
of a great burden. 

Now, let us follow this order further. Have the 
wholesalers*ever advanced the prices on this line of 
goods? Not to my knowledge unless there was a 
shortage, and if there is an actual shortage Mr. Job- 
ber simply sends a notice to the trade “only 40 or 60 
per cent of deliveries,” and it’s final. No claims or 
nothing else recognized. Then there is an advance 


in prices after all merchants get their supply. 


Now, then, has Mr. Retailer ever advanced the 
prices? Not in years. 

The retail price is established and it is almost im- 
possible to change it, and Mr. Retailer goes right on 
buying “futures” from year to year, because Mr. 
Wholesaler always brings it up at the right time—and 
is shrewd enough to keep this good old custom in 
vogue. 

There are séveral excuses. Mr. Jobber is ever 
ready to give the first one—‘‘they want to make an 
estimate for the canner.” 

No one ever thought of ever making an estimate 
for the grower. * He has to plant his crop, cultivate it 
and take his chance to make or lose in disposing of it. 

Why not let Mr. Canner take his chance of dispos- 
ing of his product, and in all justice let Mr. Whole- 
saler carry the stock until Mr. Retailer needs it? 

Another excuse Mr. Jobber has is this: If we have 
to carry this large stock of canned guods, store them, 
pay insurance, etc., they will cost the trade more. Mr. 
Wholesaler is better prepared to store goods and can

One small advantage the retailer has in carry a 
large stock of canned goods is the display in his store, 
but whether it will pay as an advertisement depends 
on the location. 

It has been frequently claimed that most retailers 
carry too much stock and the careful dealer who aims 
to do the largest amount of business with the smallest 
stock pays his bills promptly; takes all the discounts 
possible; keeps close tab on every detail of his busi- 
ness ; weighs, counts, gauges and measures everything 
he receives and quits worrying about his future orders, 
is surely on the right track and will get results in the 
end. 





FOOD COMMISSIONER SAYS ‘‘KEEP OUT FLIES.’’ 

Food Commissioner W. T. Cannon of Colorado is 
opposed to the pestiferous housefly. He has issued an 
order enjoining all manufacturers of foodstuffs from 
having any such insects present where foodstuffs are 
prepared for consumption. “We are requiring all food 
factories in Colorado where food is put up for public 
consumption to screen out all flies from their working 
rooms,” said Mr. Cannon. 

“This may seem a stringent measure, but it is abso- 
lutely necessary to preserve the purity of foods. The 
responsibility in this line does not lie entirely with 
the manufacturers, for if a can of food is opened and 
left on a table where flies congregate freely it may 
become infected in five minutes with all kinds of dis- 
ease germs. It is almost impossible to exaggerate the 
possibilities for infection froma single fly, according 
to the best scientific investigation, and people should 
thoroughly screen their windows and doors to keep 
out the invaders. Our grandmothers were more care- 
ful than we are nowadays, for they spread netting over 
their entire tables. From the wing of one fly scien- 
tists have removed 50,000 bacteria.” 





PACKING SAUSAGES IN CANS. 

Sausages in cans—Vienna or any other brand— 
should be made the length of the can, and six to the 
pound, and should be lightly smoked and pricked prior 
to packing, says the National Provisioner. Usually 
such sausages are dipped in an edible tallow as packed. 
The cans are then capped, leaving the vents open, and 
placed in the retort on trays. They are submitted to 
about three pounds’ pressure for about an hour, when 
the pressure is slowly released, the cans removed and 


the vents at once closed. They are then returned 
the retort and boiled off for another hour or . 
about four pounds’ pressure. wel 

During the second process the exhaust of the Tet 
may be left open, but in the first instance should be 
closed, the vents being open, and thus prevent 
sible shrinkage in the weight of cans when finished 
The showering to cool off, washing and labelin a 
done as usual in all cases. Before using, these .° 
should be boiled long enough to heat the content 
thoroughly.

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DO POOR CROP YEARS RUN IN CYCLES?—LOOKS 
LIKE IT. 


BY B. W. SNOW, STATISTICIAN, IN “AMERICAN AGRICUL- 
TURIST.” 

There have been some very interesting studies made 
of folklore or common proverbs with the somewhat 
general conclusion that matters of traditional opinion 
are apt to have some foundation in fact for their ex- 
istence. Such a conclusion would seem natural, par- 
ticularly in the case of rural folklore regarding such 
matters as weather conditions, crop conditions and 
similar matters of homely knowledge. As a matter 
of fact, such traditions, when crystallized into weather 
proverbs, are in the final analysis merely the unsys- 
tematic recording and averaging of human experience. 

One form of weather folklore which has a very 
wide acceptance is the opinion that abnormal meteor- 
ological conditions as they affect crop growth move in 
recurrent cycles. In any farming community will be 
found those who will stoutly maintain that years run 
lean and fat in a more or less regular order, the opin- 
ion being sometimes varied to the claim that about 
so often there are series of good crop years, followed 
in regularity by a series of poor crop years. The dif- 
ference in crop results, which is the fundamental basis 
for this belief, is usually a question of adequate rain- 
fall during crop season. 

Students of meteorological science maintain that 
there is no sufficient data to indicate either any per- 
manent changing in season or any orderly regularity 
in the recurrence of favorable and unfavorable sea- 
sons. If there were really any fundamental law gov- 
erning this feature, it could only be established to the 
satisfaction of the scientific observer by a series of 
records covering a great many more years than such 
records are now available for. In spite of this skepti- 
cal attitude on the part of the trained meteorological 
observer, it must be said that such records as are 
available show at least a reasonable ground for that 
particular bit of weather folklore which insists that 
bad seasons are recurrent with some considerable 
regularity. 

DEPARTMENT RECORDS ILLUMINATING. 

An examination of the records of crop production 
for the nearly forty years that such records are avail- 
able, in connection with a similar examination of 
meteorological data for the same period brings out 
some interesting facts, even though they be accepted 
as mere coincidence instead of being the working of 
natural laws. 

The corn crop is perhaps the one which is most 
dependent upon the character of the season for a large 
part of the year, its period of growth and develop- 


ment extending from early spring until the advent of 
killing frosts. For this crop we have crop records ag 
returned by the United States Department of Agricy). 
ture annually since 1870. An examination of these 
records, taking up the average rate of yield each year 
shows that the years of strikingly deficient crops haye 
come with a most remarkable periodicity. A furthe; 
examination of the reports of the weather bureay for 
these years of low average yields shows again ap 
equally striking periodicity in heavy moisture de 
ficiency. 
CYCLES OF SEVEN. 

During the whole of the period for which we haye 
records of crop yields, the period elapsing between the 
low returns is invariably either six or seven years, 
Beginning with 1870, we find that the first year of 
abnormally low return was in 1874; the next period 
of low return was in 1881; in 1887, this time six years 
later, we again reached a year of abnormally “poor 
yields; seven years later, or in 1894, we find a partial 
failure, and this is reported with the most marked em. 
phasis in 1904, again after a period of seven years, 
It will be noted that in thirty-eight years there haye 
been five years of marked deficiency in corn yield, and 
the remarkable feature is that these deficient years 
have been separated from each other by an equal period, 
in each case except one; the failure is in the seventh 
year, and in the one exception it was in the sixth year, 

In order that this peculiarly uniform record may be 
studied in’ detail by those who are interested in it, 
either as a most remarkable coincidence or as an eyi- 
dence of an obscure natural law not understood, the 
following statement showing the average rate of corn 
yield annually from 1870 to 1907, as reported by the 


Department of Agriculture, is presented:

It will be noted that in the partial failure of 1874, 
the average yield is nearly eight bushels less than in 
the period preceding that year. In 1881, the next 

r year, the average yield is nine bushels below the 
average of the good years immediately preceding. In 
1887 the difference is not quite so striking, there being 
a variation of only four bushels between that season 
and the average of the years immediately preceding it. 
This difference was increased to five bushels between 
the average in 1894 and the average of the six preced- 
ing years; in 1901 there is a difference of nine bushels 
between the average and the average of the six pre- 
ceding years. 

DROUTH RESPONSIBLE FOR LOW YIELDS. 

As an explanation for the very low yields reported 
in the poor years in question, the following extracts 
taken from the United States government crop reports 


for each year in question will be found interesting : 

1874—‘‘Corn was injured in the West by local drouths and 
depredations of chinch bugs. The reduction in the West was 
heavy, and the aggregate production less by 82,000,000 bushels 
than in 1873.’’ 

1881—‘‘ What is the official crop history of this season of 
comparative disaster? A severe and protracted drouth was 
nearly universal.’’ 

1887—‘‘The October returns tell a story of disaster for the 
heart of the great maize district, caused by failure of season- 
able precipitation with high temperature. The first reports in 
July could scarcely have been more favorable, but the high 
prospects were soon destroyed by drouth.’’ 

1894—‘‘ It is rare that so wide an expanse of territory is 
affected by excessive drouth, such as prevailed in the year 1894. 
During the six months, April to September, the rainfall was 
less than the average in all the principal agricultural regions. ’’ 

1901—‘‘In some localities the corn crop was injured beyond 
recovery by hot, dry winds.’’ 

WHAT OF 1908? 

This study of old records is entertaining, at least, 
whether it can be regarded as of practical value. The 
interesting point lies in the fact that if there is any 
natural law involved, and unfavorable crop seasons 
are recurrent with regular periodicity, then 1908 is the 
year in which partial crop failure would be due. Of 
course, there is nothing in sight at this time upon 
which can be based any conclusions as to what is 
likely to happen during the present season. It may 
be noted, however, as a matter of further interest, 
that during the year 1907 there was a very consider- 
able reduction in the amount of rainfall received at 
Practically every point of observation between the Mis- 
sourl river and the Rocky mountains in the corn belt. 
Not only was there less rain than during the year 
before, but there was less than the average or normal 
tainfall at practically every station, the deficiency run-

tion below the normal. This deficiency last year, of 
course, means that the present year starts with a 
smaller store of accumulated moisture in the soil than 
usual, so that if there shall be further deficiency in 
rainfall this year it will be cumulative in effect, com- 
ing as it does upon an already existing deficiency. 

I make no pretense of predicting crop conditions 
this year, but desire it to be explicitly understood that 
I do not believe there are sufficient data in existence 
to warrant any attempt at drawing a rule. The facts, 
as presented, are presented merely because they are 
most interesting records, and because they will raise 
the still more interesting question as to whether 1908 
is to follow in the order which seems to have been 
established, or whether it will be the vear to break the 
periodicity of corn crop failure that has existed for 
the full time for which annual crop records are avail- 
able.

It may be that you are planning a new hedge this 
year to shut out an ugly view, intruding animals OF to 
form a boundary-line, says “The Delineator” for May 
For this purpose the common honeysuckle, Louies 
grata, is worthy of consideration. A simple but strong 
wire fence will support it perfectly, and the roo 
may be set in at almost any time of the year. The yin 
grows rapidly, shows a disposition to take care of jt 
self even to the extent of choking out poison ivy o 
other climbers that endeavor to invade its stronghold 
Its habit is to grow to the top of the fence, and then 
to droop down gracefully on either side. A close wall 
of green is soon formed, so close indeed that dogs give 
up the attempt to push themselves through its mass 
of intertwined twigs. The flowers return for a second 
blooming, casting always, to considerable distances, 
their soft, delicate scent. 

A hedge of honeysuckle vines, moreover, is les 
costly than one of box or privet, and it does not re. 
quire the clipping and care of the latter. Often such 
a hedge forms a desirable windbreak, especially for the 
roses of a garden. Trained over a simple framework 
it makes a delightful canopy for a garden bench.
